of the family had had small pox and hud 
recovered without any. report having been 
made.--j*o 'the health department. Be- 
cause Jfjthis it is feared widespread con- 
ingibiiiwili" result. No steps have yet 
been ..taken to .close .the. -public, achools 
hut if .the disease develops at an alarm- 
ijig rate in the immediate future, this 
yrill .have to be done. 


LABOR TO ASK LEGISLATION 


Organization of Workmen Will Submit 


Series of Resolutions to Law Makers- 
Want Million Dollar Road Fund. 


MILWAUKEE. Nov. 16.—Laws decid- 


edly in advance of anything ever propos- 
ed 'before to the state legislature, will 
be asked of that body this winter by 
the Wisconsin State Federation of La- 
bor. 


At its meeting i'rida-y night, tlift Mil- 


waukee qr.oruni of the state executive 
committc,,, drew lip a scries of resolu- 
tions which will be embodied in bills to 
bo presented' to the legislature. 


But not all of the time was sponi; in 


planning reform measures. The work 
of the extension department of the Uni- 
versity of Wisconsin was indorsed in 
recognition,' so 'the committee R»id, of 
its great support in the education of 
wage workers. 


Learning, tho committee said, that a 


movement was on in congress to make 
easier the illiteracy test, which is now 
required of aliens who desire to liocome 
crtizws of the United States, it was de- 
cided to make a personal appeal to each 
Wisconsin senator and congressman to 
use his'influence in defeating any meas- 
ure thnt may tend to make less sti'in- 
f,-cnt such a test. Buck of the move- 
ment, the committee says, arc the big 
steamship companies whose only desire 
is to deliver more immigrants into the 
country. If anything, thf sentiment of 
the meeting ran, present laws should lie 
made stricter.

Livestock. Commission Will-Have,;Appro- 


priation of $26,000, Together With Full 


• Rights to Condemn and Kill and 'Will 


Eradicate Infectious Ailment. 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Nov. 13.—The full 


power of the state is to be used'to. stamp 
out the foot and mouth disease, a cattle 
Ailment of a highly contagious character, 
which appeared in four counties of the 
upper Susquehanna. valley. 
Today the 


atate livestock sanitary board met in 
special session' and after hearing 'State 
Veterinary Pearson's statement of con- 
ditions in the infected district, reinforc- 
ed the federal government's quarantine 
against cattle going into or out of Union, 
North Umberluud, Columbia and Mon- 
tour counties by a state quarantine and 
further ordered that all infected cattle 
be killed and the owners reimbursed by 
the state 'for the -loss of the animals.

Racine Fanners Must Have Cattle Prop- 


erly Tested Before Product Can Be 


Shipped to Chicago—Only Licensed or 


Graduated Veterinarians Eligible. 


Hundreds of cans of milk arc shipped 


from Racine county to Chicago every 
morning. 
To estimate .the number of 


gallons would TJc difficult. Farmers who 
furnish this milk are considerably in- 
terebted at present because the board of 
health of Chicago has secured the pas- 
sage of an ordinance requiring the test- 
ing for tuberculosis, of all cows furnish- 
ing milk or like products for that city; 
before January 1, 1909. 


On this account it is necessary anil 


also important that the farmers and 
others interested would be well inform- 
ed on the rules prescribed by the Chi: 
cago board to govern such tests, so that 
they ni.iy not employ persons not prop- 
erly qualified to make such tests and 
then be compelled to retest, thereby caus- 
ing additional trouble and expense. The 
rules are very definite and strict. The 
tests may be made by. licensed graduate 
veterinarians, federal or state veterinar- 
ians, state and dairy milk inspectors. 


All tested animals shall bear, an inde- 


structible tug indicating the series..and 
also the number aligned to the animal 
Initials of those making the tests must 
appear on the curd.

special occasions, render them invaluable. 
The 'flowers are delightfully fragrant, 
>iire waxy white, of'great substance, and. 
f cut as soon as they arc open, or par- 
tially open, they.caji.be kept for two 
weeks..

Nothing is more appropriately beauti- 
ful and highly appreciated.

As 
a garden lily it is of great beauty, being 
entirely hardy except in northern cli- 
mates, where it requires a protection 
of'leaves or litteT to the depth of five 
or six inches. 


Care of Pot Plants, 


Plants' in pots may be compared to 


caged birds, both being in unnatural con- 
ditioas. 
Their requirements must 
be 


filled, or results will be. unsatisfactory. 
A free bird, or u, free plant, having the 
air of mother earth around them, can 
resist winds, and dust, and dryness and 
many other things that interfere with 
growth; but when in cages or pots, they 
are entirely at the merty of those who 
own them. 
Birds generally fare better 


than plants, for it is npt uncommon to 
see plants sitting in windows and on 
railings of-verandas, day after day, ex- 
posetl to sun, winds and dryness; the 
pots are porus and the roots of the 
plants are close against the side, they 
soon become hard and dry and incapable 
of transmitting supplies to the leaves 
and stems. The plant itself exposed to 
winds and dryness, reaches a pitiable 
condition, and life ?oon becomes a mat- 
ter of simple 'endurance, depending en- 
tirely upon its powers of resistance. The 
supply of water is often deficient, the 
dry pot absorbing a great deal, and 
most of the water running down on the 
outside of the ball, the center of the 
ball being dry. 


Poc plants growing in exposed places 


should .h'avn double pots or .pot covers, 
much injury being done by the expos- 
ure o f . the pofus clay of the pots to 
drying influences.

tenw for embezzlement of his employ- 
er*' fund, he lias been engaged in the re- 
tail liquor business. 


Prior to his comrnitn.1 to San Quentin 


.prison in 1868, Hans was given employ- 
! jneni. as a traveling salesman by Schlcii- 
: inger and Green, wholesale cigar dealers 
: of this city. On liis first trip he wan 
.given accounts aggregating $3,000 for col- 


; lectiotv mid the testimony showed that he 
'turned in two fictitious orders. The col- 
')'ition of $275 in San Bernardino, Cal., 
jj'or which no accounting was ever inade 
'led to a warrant for his arrest on a 
! charge of embezzlement. Huns had dis- 
iuppcared before the embezzlement be- 
'•carae knowji and wus arrested nenrly a 
year luttr in Philadelphia. While he at

Had Target Practiced 


The police are today convinced that 


Haas had planned carefully his attempts 
upon Honey's life. In the basement of 
his home are the marks of numerous bul- 
let holes indicating that some person had 
been firing at a target and neighbors 
have been found who recall having heard 
the reports of revolver shots at various 
times during the past fortnight. 


Added to this i« the statement of the 


witnesses in the court room of whom 
there arc a dozen. Attorneys and news- 
paper men, policemen and detectives nil 
appear to have noticed Haas when he 
wit* within a few feet of his unsuspecting 
victim. Two private detectives assigned 
to Heney as bodyguards were 
within 


ten feet of him and while both observed 
the man's intention in time to spring for 
bis extended arm they were too 
Into. 


Haas had the weapon within a. few inches 
of Heney's head whe.ti lie firod and it is I 
thu danger of blood poison resulting from 
burned powder or other matter in Un- 
wound that is most feared. 


Begin Official Quest, 


The official interrogation of Haas took 


place in the court room a few moments 
after the wounded prosecutor had been . 
removed to » hospital. The prisoner wan" 
seated on the edge of n table and at 
times his wandering gaze fell upon the 
pools of blood on the floor, where Hcney 
had reclined. 


There were present as interrogators. 


Chief of Police Jieggy, Captain Duke and 
Detective Burns, the latter doing most of 
the questioning. 
In his answers Haas 


seemed . at times wandering and some- 
what incoherent. Time nnd time again 
his 
mind 
reverted to 
the 
exposure 


brought about liy the prosecution and 
while he several times expressed regret 
at what had occurred at other points in 
the inquisition he spoke of the shooting 
as a matter decided upon and to be ac- 
cepted as a mutter of course. 


Sought the Darkness. 


Haas first described his 
movements 


yesterday. 
He tokl of a trip in 
the 


morning to the 
office of the. auditor 


where he received and caused a warrant 
for jury service. 
Next lie visited 
a 


friend, Sam Levy, and borrowed $20, of 
which he gave .flO t<i his wife upon his 
return hcime.' Leaving his home again, 
he had two glasses of beer in a saloon 
and then visited a nickeldeon where he 
remained to see several sets of moving 
picturcg. Again he returned to his homo, 
remaining there until half an hour before 
the shooting, when ho walked to the 
court room. 


Hans was questioned c.losely about his 


possession of the revolver with which the. 
shooting was done and of a number of 
extra cartridges.found in his pocket. He 
said" he had o\vm«l the weapon 
since 


1001, that it had been in his pocket since 


Thursday and that he had carried it at 
various times during the,'past few years. 


Brooded Over Disgrace. 


,In discussing'the motive for his at- 
tempt upon the life of Mr. Heney, Haas 
continually made reference to the dis- 
grace of'tis exposure by the prosecution 
and his answers conveyed the idea that 
he had brooded .Over the public reference 
to his past life i.o u. considerable degree. 
Some of the replies were as follows: 


"What was your reason for shooting 


Mr.-Hcney!" he was asked. 


"Just for humanity's sake," he replied. 
"Why did you not shoot Kuef for 1m- 


inanity's suKeV" 


"Because Kuef did not denounce me 


that day." 


"Oh, what T suffered since then—don't, 


talk. 1 did not do it for my sake. I 
had to do it. J didn't take any rcveugc 
on Mr. Heney." 


"1 would talk to myself. I called my- 


self a cur, a coward. 1 said, 'Why don't 
you meet Heney? What is my life worth? 
I am only exposed wherever 1 go,'' 


"Is it not true that you tried to qual- 


ify as u. juror anil get on the jury when 
you were, not qualified?" Haas was asked. 


"I am mi elector; that is higher than a 


juror. 
I voted yesterday; 
1' voted a 


week ago Tuesday. 1 got a pardon from 
Governor Waterman. It is a public, rec- 
ord that 1 was in San Queutin. 
Why 


didn't Mr. Heney look uptmy record?" 


Wishes to Die. 


"I wish anybody would come and shoot 


me. 
Let them hang me. 
What do I 


care, 1 don't can; absolutely a snap. 1 
hud only two jobs since I left San Quen- 
tin and I was knocked both times. At 
that tiimi there wasn't more than 
a 


dozen people knew about it. 


"J liave been going to the Nickelodeons 


to hide myself. It, is chirk there. Hunuy 
knew I was going to get him. He must 
have felt it in liis bones.
